It isn't often I am compelled into writing an editorial. In 
■fact, I believe that this is my first one! Naturally, I have made 
many editorial comments in the past, in responding to letters, and 
I guess my' positions on many issues show through in the 'zine, but 
this is my first editorial per se . r think that the topic is 
worth discussing seriously. Then again, there are a lot of topics 
that could bear debating. I truly believe that we may be on the 
brink of a fatal disaster. Society seems to go about its merry 
way, totally disregarding the many dangers that surround us. 
Among these are nuclear weapons, environmental hazards, and lack 
of attainable natural resources, to name just a few. I often 
observe how wasteful we really are, without being aware of it. 
until it is too late. You never realize how dear something is to 
you until you don't have it. any more. We really do take for 
granted a good deal of things. But above and beyond this, we take 
many unneccessary risks. One of them I feel, is smoking. Why- 
choose smoking to talk about, you ask? Well, for one thing, there 
were a number of comments sent in in response to something I asked 
last issue in responding to Paul Rauterberq's letter on page 15: 
"Will somebody please explain to me this obsession (some) people 
seem to have with drinking; and, for that, matter, smoking' 7 ' Is it. 
that they really don ' t believe the facts that both are harmful to 
your health, or is it that they don't care'?' I'm really at a loss 
to understand why anyone would do something like this and 
knowingly shorten their lives." Well, I received a 1 at. of 
feedback, and I appreciate those people who took the t i me to write 
and help explain it to me. I have also talked to a number of 
people about the issue. Finally, the topic of an essay I wrote 
for one college was: "If you had the power to eliminate any single 
problem facing society today, what would it be and why?" So a 
combination of all these factors have stirred me to write a little 
something on the subject. 

Most people, smokers and non-smokers alike are aware of most 
of the dangers of smoking, but let me outline some of them here: 
The most obvious one is that it is carcinogenic, or CAmz&r-- 
causing. One might even go so far as to say cancer- 
inducing. It certainly increases your chances of getting dancer 
doubleplus manyfold (that's newspeak for those of you who didn't 
read Jl 9B4 ! > . Smoking also causes emphysema, an unheard of 
affliction before tobacco consumption was "invented" (yes, I know 
the Indians were doing it long ago). Smoke entering your lungs 
also can paralyze the cilia that act as a filter and keep all thcs 
bad stuff in the air out. When these cilia are paralyzed (sort of 
like killing bees with steam), you have no protection and all 
sorts of garbage including dust, soot and other nasty thingies get 
into your lungs and can't be removed. Another major danger of 
smoking is high blood pressure. 1 remember the story of a guy who 
had to report ta the health board to see if he was fit to be sent 
to Vietnam a while back. He was told to report in three days and 
was scared unto" death. Not wanting to go to war for Unc Sam, he 
spent the next 72 hours smoking continuously. He was not a smoker 
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normally, bL.it he was briqht enough to realise what the effect 
woul d be if he smoked constantly. When he reported to the board . 
his blood pressure was wel 1 above what i s consi dered sale, and was 
told to see his doctor be-fore it was too 1 ate. Need 1 ess to say , 
the guy di dn" t go to Nam. I bring this up not because I approve 
of his actions (that is another matter entirely) , but to show j List 
how dangerous smoking can be. I don " t think I have to outline the 
dangers of high blood pressure, do X '? 

People who constant 1 y smoke often have brown— vol 1 ow hands and 
black teeth which I personally find revolting,. I suppose that 
this really isn't a health hazard, but you wouldn't catch me 
dating a heavy smoker. I'm all far cleanliness. What many people 
dgn^t know is that, cigarettes contain polonium 210, a harmful 
radioactive material which car; cause irrfiparable genetic damage:. 
The health department, recommends that a person not receive more 
than about 600 mill irads during the course of a year (this 
includes X-Rsys, ultraviolet rays from the sun , TV sets, etc., ) ,. A 
twa-pack-a-day smoker recei vas something on the level of SOOO 
mi 1 1 irads from cigarettes. You figure it out. Another problem 
that many people are not aware of is that you don't have to be a 
smoker to be afflicted with many of these hazards. I met a man in 
the hospital last, year, who was there because he had incidental 
lung cancer. I estimated that he was about 70-75. He had been a 
non-smoker all his life he told me, but had worked in an office 
were many of his fellow workers smoked constantly. His lung 
cancer, his doctors feel, was caused partially due to this fact. 
To make a long story short, I don't think he lived. But I 
remember how furious he would get when he caught someone smoking. 
He could smell a cigarette a mile away and he would go charging 
out into the hall, find the gtjilty party, snatch^ the cigarette 
away and scream bloody murder about how he was responsible for 
putting him into the hospital. I was quite moved by the 
experience, needless to say. This is why I am so infuriated by 
smokers and smoking. My attitude towards them is the same as my 
attitude towards religion, homosexuals, and other people who 
practice different habits or lifestyles. As long as it doesn't 
affect me, and as long as you don't try to convert me, -go right 
ahead. But when my rights are infringed upon, I get mighty' angry. 
With the case of smoking, I feel my rights are being infringed 
upon when the air I breathe is being detrimentally affected. I 
bought a button at Origins last, year which reads: "I don't split in 
your drink, why are you smoking in my air?" There are laws in our 
country to protect the people's rights (that i_s what, this country 
is about, isn't it?), even from t h emse I ves in some cases. That is 
why suicide is illegal. Peop ] e who smoke are disregarding 
warnings that are put on cigarette packages, one of the few 
products today which are required to carry such a warning by the 
surgeon general. Thus, my feeling is that they are acting 
negligent and should be sued. And, as John Caruso put it: 
"Smoking is a slow form of suicide.". So if suicide is against 
the law, perhaps smoking should be against the law. Now 
naturally, it. would be impossible to prosecute and convict all the 
smokers, bL.it perhaps it is possible to sue the tobacco industry . 
For negligently selling harmful products. Just as the company 
which invented a new type of d i et pill about sixty years ago was

Those people Mho are smart enough to 
avoid smoki ng and smokers will undoubtfldl y have better odds of 
living a 1 onqer and more fulfilling life. i/nf artunatel y , it is 
not always possible to avoid smokers, even for the most cautious

1 guess my point about the entirp i ssue i s this:: Every day, 
we take; risks. We make decisions, and then we act to the best of 

ii ability. Many times, we will take risks that may be harmful 
to us < this is called "having fun") such as skiing or skydiving, 
or playing football. All of these activities can tae fatal, and 
have boars in the past. And yet wo continue to do them because we 
consider them worthwhile, even if there is a certain element of 
risk involved. My feel i ng is that by smoking, you are taking an 
unnecessary risk that is not adding o great amount of enjoyment to 
vour life. Or is it? Is there something I don't, know? Or is it 

1 ust that, many peop.l e are addicted and can't help themselves? 
Those of you who have been to my house may remember that, we have 

'no smoking-' signs at. the entrances. We enforce this 'houserule' 
verv strictly,. vet some people find it necctssary to excuse 
thenissi ve'L and go out -for a puff .

It's my belief that any individual can communicate with the 
power we call "God" at any time, in any place, with no need for 
inter vtsrition by middlemen. Sod must be very amused (and I'm sure 
he has an e;; eel lent sense of humor) that some people think they 
must take their hats off to pray, and others that they must put 
their hats grjs or that some can pray only on Sundays, or Fridays, 

or whist have — you « or that one must kneel or assume some other 

pasturs to talk to Him. 

My -sain reason for writing, however, was to furnish 
i nformation on the Shroud of Turin. I, too, was quite disturbed 
when word was being sent out that the Shroud was genuine. I went 
s-o Far &s to say that if the Shroud was genuine, this left only 
three logical possibilities: 1. That Christ was an 
&a traterrestr i al . 2. That Christ had been manipulated by 
aKtraterreatials, -for unknown reasons. Or, 3. That Christ was 
act u. a 1 1 y divine!. 

However , a lengthy report on the status of the Shroud in the 
maaasine. THE SKEPTICAL INQUIRER, Spring 1982 CVol. VI, No. 3), 
c 1 war- 1 y shows the Shroud is a haas . To begin with, it popped up 
out. of nowhere at. Lirey, in nor th —central France, around the year 
1 350 . How such an object could have survived for 1300 years and 
then appeared in such an out of the way place has never been 
••<••• ' „ ., , ••«... k . n , Z / explained. It is only when we learn that religious 
relics mere constantly being put on display, for ropney « all over 
medieval Christendom, that we can see the motive. If all the 
pieces gt wood being displayed as part of the True Cross, .for 
Gmaiiiple, had been put together, they would have formed enough wood 
to build a house. 

Iri any event, by 1357 the Lirey cloth, as it was then known, 
was; bringing large sums to the local church by being displayed to 
crowds of pilgrims from all over Europe. The Bishop, Henri de 
Foiters, became quite concerned by this performance, and launched 



an investigation. The D-ff icial report is summarized in a letter 
-from de Poitier's successor. Bishop Pierre d' Arcis, in a letter to 
the Pope, Clement. VII. Said letter' is still in ex i stance. It 
reads, in part: 

"...the Dean of a certain collegiate church, t a wit, that 
of Lirey, -falsely and deceitfully, being consumed with the 
passion o-f avarice, and not. -from any motive of devotion but 
only o-f gain, procurred for his church a certain cloth 
cunningly painted..- 

"Eventually, after diligent, inquiry and examinationE, Henri 
de Poitiers discovered the fraud and how the said cloth had 
been cunningly painted, the truth being attested by the 
artist who had painted it, to wit, that, it was a work of 
human skill and not miraculously wrought or bestowed. _ . „ I 
offer myself here as ready tD supply all information 
sufficient to remove any doubt concerning the facts alleged. " 

As a result, of this investigation, the displays were stopped 
shortly after 1357. Three decades later, they were ones again in 
full swing. This is what caused d' Arcis to send his letter to the 
Pope. Clement VII considered the matter, and issued a Bull which 
allowed exhibition of the cloth , gnl_v if advertised as a "copy or 
representation." This Bull has never been rescinded. The 
Catholic Church has never taken an official stand on the 
authenticity of the Shroud. However, this directive was gradually 
forgotten, to the point where, today, the Shroud has become one of 
the most venerated relics in Christendom. 

In 1978, samples of the "bloodstains" an the shroud were 
examined microscopically in the laboratory of the Mc Crone Research 
Institute in Chicago, Wal ter McCrone is the best— known 
microanalyst in the world. His studies included use of the 
electron microscope and multiple forms of analysis. The 
bloodstains were found to contain calcium and iron. However . they 
also contained quantities of mercury and sulfur. The latter two 
just happen to form a pigment called vi_r m i_.Ll_.Lon , an artist's red 
pigment widely used during the Middle Ages. Vermillion cannot 
come from the human body. Accordingly, its presence in 
"bloodstain" areas strongly indicates that the blocsdstains were 
produced, at least in part, by an artist. 

This is a brief summary of a 20— page article, which proved to 
my satisfaction that the shroud is a hoax . Back i ssues of THE 
SKEPTICAL INQUIRER are available from the publisher for *7.50, 
from Bo;-; 229, Central Park Sta. , Buffalo, N..Y. 14213. Or, it may 
be available in some libraries.
